The Government narrowly weathered the first storm, when the 
Chamber of Deputies, after unanimously passing the second reading 
of the Finance Bill, agreed by, 294 to 250 votes. to proceed to the 
cominittce stage, Earlier in the proceedings the Government's sltua- 
tion became critical when the Socialists threatened to abstain from 
voting following M. Painleve’s refusal to promise not tou resort. to 
inflation beyond the additional .1,500,000,000 franes. The sitting! 


was twice suspended to permit negotiation, the Socialists eventually - 


deciding to vote in fayour of the commillee stage. 
Later. 

In the Chamber of Deputies at an carly, hour in the morning 
the Government majority dwindled ‘to 287 to 267 in the voting on 
the Ministerial, motion to begin the committee stage. _ 

The Chamber after an all night sitting adopted the first article 
of the Government's financlal programme. 

The article provides for the establishment of ‘a sinking. fund 
which wil] be an autonomous public body with an independent diree- 
torate rHumbering 23 representing all the fields ‘of national actlvity 
and not recciving remuneration. ‘ 

The erigis may arise again next week if the Government is

A communication has been received from the master of the 
Swedish steamer Vidar, which arrived on November 19, reporting that 
at 7.45 am. on the morning of November 12, whilst in the English: 
Channel, a ‘shock was noticed which was considered to be an under-. 
water detonation. Having been informed of the sinking of H. M. 
Submarine M1, the master thought that possibly the shock. was con- 
nected with Lhe disaster, hence the Vidar was examined by divers, 
who diycevered that the stem under the waterline was heavily bent to 
port and also that several rivets were gone and plates damaged, in- 
dicating a collision with some gubmarine’ object. —Reuter.

It is announced that as-a result of the examination of the hull. 
of the steamship Vidar, the captain of which ship felt a shock’ at 
the lime and in the vicinity of . where H. M. Submarine ML was 
reported to be last scen, the Admiralty consider that the submarine 
ssustained-damage whilst submerged, due to collision with the Vidar.

Whole islands 
and promontories are given up to 
their preservation. Paid watchors 
protect them. Every garden isa 
sonctuary{ and London shares 
the privilago of giving protection 
to birds with tho wildor parts of 
the country. One reason, perhaps, 
why the birds have been preserv- 
ed.and the mummels neglected, 
af not killed off, is that the south 
and east, which:are the paradises 
of birds, are nodr London; while 
tho paradises of the mammals 
are the remotor west and north.
